Philadelphia. Feb. 28.— Leaeue Island 
navy yard literally swarmed with vis- 
Itora in consequence of ihe report from 
Washington that the cruisers Colum- 
bia and Minncapolie, the double-tur- 
reted monitor Miantonomah and the 
ram Katahdin had been ordered to go 
into commlBBlon with dispatch. 

Both cruitierw have skeleton crews 
aboard, while the monitor baa been ly- 
ing at her dock for several years and 
the Katahdin aince last winter. 

None of the naval officials at the 
navy yard would say anything relating 
to the future movements of the vessels, 
hat from worlimen it was learned that 
th* eoBUBlssion orders bad been- issued. 

This was borne out by the fact that 
all day a large force of men in the con- 
struction and rcp4iir departments were 
actively at worlc on the Miantonomah 
and the KaUhdln. 

Visitors were kept oCF these boats, 
and only those having friends among 
the ofDcers and crews of the cruisers 
were allowed on board. 

THE MIANTONOMAH ALMOST READY. 

The repairs to the monitor at% all ci 

a minor nature, ami will be completed 
by Tuesday. Over 20 men have already 
been detailed for her, and it Is sa<d her 
full complement of 150 will be made up 
as rapidly as possible. 

A large force of men were busy on 
the Katahdin, improving her ventilat- 
ing apparatus and fitting her with 
steamplpeik. This work will only take 
a few dayf 

Sunday work at League Island Is vpry 
nnustial, and this activity is taken to 
Indicate that the navy department In- 
tends to get the vessels there ready for 
aaillng at a moment's notice. 

Late Simday afternoon steam was 
gotten up on board the monitor for the 
purpose of testing her boilora and nia- 
chlnenr. Ip ope of the lofts nearly 100 
men were at work on small spws and 
boat-flttlngs. 

Everything is ship shape on the Min- 
neapolis and Columbia, and beyond fill- 
ing up their complement of ofQcers and 
men and taking on coal and provisions, 
nothing remains to be done. 

This will consume about live days at 
the most, and then both vessels will be 
ready for actiVe service. 

The work of enlisting men will con- 
tinue until orders to stop have been 
received from Washington. 

PASTOB Al. L ETTEK 

I America for tli« Proloilf»M«l 
th* Cuban War. 

Madrid, Feb. 21.— The cardinal arch- 
bishop of Valladolld has published a 
pastoral letter blaming America for 
the prolongation of the duban war. 
His eminence says: 

"The hypocritical friendship of the 
Ualibd states fosters the rebellion 
and wastes Spain's resourcea in order 
the better to attack her whan weak- 
ened." 

He exhorts all true Spaniards to 
"unite in defending the rights and 
honor of the nation." The letter has 
caused widespread comment. 

The Correspondencla.MlUtar, organ 
of the army, says: "The prtvalllng im- 
pression Is that war between Spain 
and the United States will break out 
in April." 

A former capUin general of Cuba 
(presumably Marshal Martines Cam- 
pos), Interviewed by a representative 
of Correspondent ia Mllitar, Is reported 

as MTlag: 

"I never entertained a doubt that if 
the rebellion were not suppressed be- 
fore 1898, war with the United SUtes 
would become an accomplished fact. 
Unhappily mjr prophecy will bt ful- 
flUed. ^ ^ . 

"I have the consolation of having 
done all In my power to avart it, and 
therefore I do not regret the blame 
Which has been heaped upon me. All 
that is now possible is that we should 
all trnite to meet the dangar that 
Uurfataaa the conwtrvt"

Cleveland. Feb. 28.— Ex-.Mayor Rob- 
ert Blee died of acute pneumonia after 
an Illness of only three days. He was 
59 years old. Mr. Blee begun life as 
a brakeman on the Cleveland. Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati and St Louis railway. 
He was frcQuently promoted and 
eventually became general superin- 
tendent of the road. He was elected 
mayor of Clveland on the Democratic 
ticket in 1893 and served two years. 

Coadaaa Woodford. 

Washington, Feb. 28.— Representa- 
tive Lewis of Washington offered as 
an amendment to the sundry civil bill 
a resolution condemning Minister 
Woodford for giving a banquet to 
Spain's cabinet. He declared that he 
was opposed to feasting the murderers 
of those whom the natl'in was burying. 
The amendment was ruled out on a 
point of order.

Key West, Feb. 28.— The lighthouse 
tender Mangrove, bearing the m<!mbtrH 
of the court of inquiry, arrived here 
from Havana at 7 a. m. Sunday. 

The court resumed Its sessions In the 
United States district courtroom In the 
Federal building, and v/ill probably re- 
turn to Havana Wednesday. 

The most important witness to be ex- 
amined here Is Lieutenant filandin.tbe 
ofBcer of the deck when the explosion 
on the Maine occurred. 

Captain Simpson, Chaplain ("iiidv/ick 
and Lieutenant Commander I'oitrr 
came aahore and arranged preliminary 
details for sessions of the court. 

Martin ReJdir)-. a diver, returned 
here. He was taken to Havana to work 
r.o the wreck, and hisariival ha.s (au:-jed 
much comment, it being said that be 
had talked too much at Havana and 
had been removed la consequence. 

On f.i-A aniviil he held forth at con- 
elderuble length before a Btreet-( urner 
audience, and but little credence coulJ 
be given to his numerous statements. 

CO.M'KKUKI) WITH ADMIU.i^l, 8ICAKU. 

Rear Admiral Sicard has had fre- 
quent conferences with Captain Samp- 
son and other members of the court of 
InQulry at the hotel. He said: "I think 
they ought to get away on Wednesday. 
As yet there is nothing that can be 
said about their work." 

In reply to a question as to the ru- 
mored removal l&f the warships to Cu- 
ba, Admiral Sicard said: "The fleet is 
not moving and I know nothing about 
its going to Cuba. Still, you know, I 
have steam up and could go anywiiere 
if ordered." 

He was asked If anything bad hap 
pened to Justify the statement that the 
situation was more serious now than it 
had been, and he replied: "They know 
at Washington about that. Just how 
strained our relations are with Spain 
I am unable to say." 

The excitement after the arrival of 
the Cuban filibusters, headed by Gen- 
eral Nunez and Captain .John O'lJrien, 
completely eclipsed all the doings and 
sayings of the court of inquiry officers. 
Their quick departure prevented very 
much being learned as to the expedl 
tlon, but the Cubans here are elated. 

An expedition has been preparing to 
get away from Key West for some 
lime, but it probably will suffer anoth- 
er delay, as the plot has leaked out 
through two S panish sp ies.

I* What Is laUl of tha Maiaa Dlsastoi 
lavasttfatlaa. 

Havana. Feb. 28.— Many Americans 
and some Spaniards here Insist that 
the investigation into the Maine dis- 
aster has thus far been superficial and 
barren of vital results. 

They claim that, though nearly two 
weeks have pas.sed. iiu knowledge has 
been gained as to the condition of the 
forward part of the bull, or as to 
whether the 6 or 10-ittch ammunition 
ma?.i7.ines forward to the starboard 

exploded. 

They insist, moreover, that expert 
divers, with enough experience to 
make wlrawlngs of tha condition of 
things submarine, might bava been at 
work a week ago. and might have set- 
tled the quet'tiun as to the magailBes, 
at least, ere this. 

Those who hold these views demand 
that the hull forward should be raised 
without further loss of time and be- 
fore it has sank too deap in 40 feat of 
soft mud. 

There are some who go so far as to 
charge the United SUtes government 
with adopting the Spanlsu policy of 
delay until the disaster shall be par- 
tially forgotten or discounted. 

Many of the Spanish officials are 
said to enterUln that this Is the case, 
and to be very well pleased with the 
notion. 

MADU WITHOUT KNOWLEUUB. 

On tha other hand, however, good 
Judges say that all criticism in this 
vein Is made without a knowledge of 

the facts, and no one save the mem- 
bers of the court of inquiry and tbeir 
Buperiors is aware of all the teatlmonv 
developed or of what svbnarina plans 
have been made. 

Those also add that there Is no use 
trying to raise the hull until the 



wreckage of armor, suparstmcture, en- 
gines, docks, guns and masts has 

been taken out. To do this will take 
time, and the apparatus for the work 
can only be found In the north. 

But even the most moderate strong- 
ly deprecates any more delay than is 
absolutely iieees-sary. wiiile all agree 
that the American people are not like- 
ly to forget so readily.

Theamallpox in Teaiu'!>''ee la l)rinfi:iiii; 
out 10 me pointa o( peculiar interest. A 
Memphia paper aaya that at one pl*ce 

where the epidemic wa« ollicially diaj?- 
nosticated, three physicians said it was 
•mallpox and three said it waa not. Five 
Jill vsiciatifi lipinc adiif d to the oorps of ex- 
perts, two of tlieiii said it was amallpox 
and three declared it was not. Another 
expert was called to sit on the case and 
pronounced it to be smallpox beyond all 
doubt. Finally, to the s;reat relief of the 
community, the faculty reached a de- 
finitive diagnoais of "chicken pox" and 
that not of a racing variety. 

A telegram from Jellico aaya that Dr. 
McCk>rmaek, of the State Bowd of Health, 
baa recontly inadeuoffloliilezuiiiuitlon 
of the cases in that locality, and declares 
the disease to be smallpox. He has 
called in the L'tianlR from the outskirts cf 
the city and phictd them around the 
past-stricken quarters. Fie has also or- 
dered a peat bouse to be built aad all ex-

It is cer- 
tainly a mild and en^aKing sort of epi- 
demic ; it ought to he cultivated ^ith the 
ntmoat care, and vigilant sanitary guards 
ahoald be atationed around every sns- 
pectedhooae. Andspeakinxof 'V'n^irds," 
oiM of oar frienda ia reminded of Jiiu 
Fiak'a reply when asked lor a anbscrip- 
t on hy a delegation from his native town 
i i Vermont. "What do you want with 
it?" aaid Jim.

SCHOOL BOOK BILL 



LOCAL OPTION BILL. 

Provisions of the Measure Passed %f tka 
State Seaate Last Friday. 



Bronstoa'a Sabstitate Adopted by the Sen- 



In the State Senate Saturday the Chinn 
|cbool-l><x)k liiil was taken up in the 
Senate the iirst thing, and the amend- 
ment to except first, second and third 
class citii s was voted down. The I'.roiis- 
ton aubatitute, providing for county uni- 
formttyin achool books, waa adopted by 
a vote of 1 7 yeas to Ki nays. 

The vote on the passage of the bill as 
amended by the anbstitote waa yeu 17, 
nays Hi, and the hill was passed. 

The bill to i'hanj,'e tlio Third and Elev- 
enth Congreseional districts by taking 
Cumberland and Monroe counties from 
the Third and adding them to the Elev- 
entii, and taking Metcalfe County from 
the Eleventh and adding it to the Third, 
waa paaaed. 

Will Henry Jones, Rep., woiked him- 
self into a towering rage over what be 
termed unfair treatment in passing the 
bill, but the Chair liammere i l.im into 
silence, and told him that owing to the 
disturbed condition of his (Jones) mind 
at present he would overlook the insinu- 
ation about the Chair'd unfair ruling. 

The House bill to repeal the sectiona 
of th ) anti-mob bill, which compels the 
County Judge to appoint guards when 
deniandeiJ, was passed !>> a vote of 21 
yeas to U nays, and a motion to rccon* 
aider waa tabled. 



o.ie of the most important local option 
bills ever introduced in the Legislature 
was passed by the Senate Friday by a 
vo'e of 21 to 11. It was intrwluced by 
Senator A. D. Kol>erts, and proposes to 
make the oooDtjr a unit in all local option 
electiona. 

The bill which proposes amendments 

to the present law providea that ui>on ap- 
plication by written petition filed on the 
first day of a regular term of the oonnty 
court, sijiiied by a number of legal voters 
in the territory to be aflected, equal to 
twentyflve per cent of the votes cast in 
the saiil territory at the last preceding 
general election, it shall be the duty of 
the Judge of the County Court, in snd 
county, at the nest regular term of the 
County Court, after receiving said peti 
tion, to make an order on his order book 
directing an election to be held in the 
said county, or in any city, town, district, 
or precinct therein, as the case may be, 
on some day named in aaid petition, not 
less than sixtj nor more than ninety 
days after said petition is 1odge<l with tl 
Judge of said court, which order shall 
direct the Sheriff or other officer of said 
county who may be appointed to hold 
said election, to open a poll at .each and 
all of the voting plaoes in said ooonty, 
city, town, district or pradnot, as the 
case may be, on said date, for the pur 
poae of taking the aenae of the legal 
voters of said county, city, town, district, 
or precinct, who are qnalifled to vote at 
elections for county oflicers, upon the 
proposition whether or not apirituou! 
vinous, or malt liqnoia shall be soh 
bartered or loaned tbarain. After saiil 
order shall have been made, and until 
the entry of the certificate of the can- 
vassing board in the order book of the 
County Court showing the result of the 
aaid election, no licenae for the sale of 
spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors with- 
in said territory shall he issued. 

It is expressly provided that in any 
olectioa held under thia act the vote of 
the larger territory shall always control, 
as against the vote of any smaller section 
of territory contained therein; that is to 
say : When the vote of an entire county 
is taken sudi county vote shall prevail 
and control as to every city, town, dis- 
trict and precinct within aneb oonnty, 
and when the vote of any dty, town or 
district within a county Is taken, sncb 
vote shall prevail and control as to every 
precinct within such city, town, or dis- 
trict, as the case may he. l!ut in no 
case shall the vote of any city, town, dis- 
trict, or precinct prevail or control as 
against the vote of a larger territory of 
which said cily, town, district, or pre- 
cinct is a part. And the County Judge 
shall not order a separate election to be 
held in nny territory at or before the 
time that a vote in a larger territory, of 
which it is a part, has been ordered to 
be hel(!. 

One clause prohibits common carriers 
from carrying liquors into prohibited 
territory. 

The third section provides that "if at 
any election for the entire county, it 
shall be found that a majority of the 
legal votes cast at said election are in 
favor of the sale, barter or loan of spirit- 
uous, vinous or malt liquora, then in that 
event it shall not be lawful to sell, barter 
or loan any such rKjuors in any portion 
uf said county where such sale, barter or 
loan has been prohibited by epedal a(!t 
uf llie Legislature, but such net shall con- 
tinue in force as if no clei tion bad been 
held." ^

It Was Passed hy the House Saturday and 
iNew (iees to the tisvernor. 

In the Legislature Saturday all interest 
was centered in the House proceedings 
on aocount of the fight over the Ooebel 

election bill. The opposition commenced 
dilatory tactics at once when Representa- 
tive Trimble offered a reeolntion to take 
the bill from the Committee on Statutes. 
Alter a few dilatory speeches and mo- 
tions Speaker Beekham mled that de- 
bate on siicli a resolution was out of or- 
der, and directed the vote to be teken. 
It resulted o i veas to 42 nays. The de- 
bate on the bill then began. 

At 12 o'clock Representative Chinn 
moved that the orders of the day be post- 
poned and the session be extended till 
the election bill was disposed of. This 
caused great excitement, and a dozen 
men were shouting fur recognition and 
shaking their fists. 

Mr. Tracy,<rfOo?lngton, shouted : "Will 
th'j Chair stnltify himself by refusing to 
recognize a member of the House?" 

Speaker Beckham's reply could be 
heard above the din, as follows: "The 
Ohair will not forget that be ia a gentle- 
man even if the member from Covington 
floes." 

The vote to extend the session was car- 
ried by a vote of 58 to 30, amid the cheers 
of the friends of the bill, and the debate 

proceeded. 
Mr. Orr offered^a num^r of amend- 




in 3nte, and the yeas and nays were de- 
manded on eaeh one, bnt all ware voted 
down. At il.W o'clock, aftera continuous 
sesaion of over five hours, a direct vote on 
the Mil was reached and it passed by 57 
to 42. Seventeen members, besides the 
25 Itepnblicans, voted againat the bill, 
but part at theee 17 were Popnliato. 

The bill must now be enlolled and read 
in both the Senate and House, and then 
goes to the (tovemor, who has the right 
to hold a bill ten days without approving 
or disapproving it. He will certainly 
veto the bill, and the question will then 
be whether the opposition can keep it 
from passing over the veto or not before 
the session ends. March 15th is the last 
day of the session, and teking ont the 
Governor's ten days, there Is not much 
mar^'in left for delays, especially as the 
three Commisaioners provided for under 
the bill must be elected' this session. 
Tlie friends of the measure are confident 

of ultimate success.
